Agenda Item 1 . Ad visabili t y of Extending Food Relief Offers to Cer t ai n 


The Chairman presented recommendations which had been prepared by 
the PSB D-45 working group. The Board decided that information now 
available did not Justify food offers to any of the satellites now, 
particularly in view of the harvest season and special circumstances 
which made possible our success in East Germany, but that the situation 
should be watched in all satellites for a favorable opportunity and both 
State and CIA would cable the field with instructions for this purpose. 
The Board also agreed to a State Department recommendation that mean- 
while the President, perhaps in response to a question at a P**ess con- 
ference, should summarize our efforts to aid East Germany with food and 
state our willingness to help the East European countries likewise in 
accordance with traditional American policies.
